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For Botanical Gardens and the decoration 
of Public Institutions, we can furnish much 
larger specimens than here enumerated. 

When we cannot fill large orders for very 
small plants, we always substitute a larger 
size for the same price, counting the stems or 
segments of each clump for a single small 
plant. Wedo not raise cacti from seed, and 
seedling plants of the desert are few in pro- 
portion to large specimens which we collect. 
We commence to ship plants March lst to 
northern States and Europe. 

We collect plants for the United States 
National Museum of Washington, D. C., Bo- 
tanical Gardens of many Cities, Royal Botani- 
cal Gardens of England, and Royal Botanical 
Museum of Berlin, Germany.
